All  applications  for  Private  Bills, 

properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  witbin 
the  purview  of  the  “British  North  America  Act, 
18(57,’’ — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  IJne;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-.stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  it.s  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
properly  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, —

The  superintendent  of  any  park  may  provide  for 
the  collection  of  garbage,  ashes,  and  other  house 
and  street  refuse  in  any  townsite  under  his  juris- 
diction, and  may  collect  charges  therefor  from  the 
householders  benefited,  which  charges  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

Every  householder,  and  every  keeper  of  a restau- 
rant, hotel,  store,  or  other  place  where  garbage, 
refuse,  fruit  and  vegetables,  ashes  and  other  waste 
substances  accumulate  shall  provide  a suflicient 
number  of  galvanized-iron  vessels,  each  at  least  16 
inches  in  diameter  and  2 feet  high,  to  receive  all 
such  waste  substances;  and  such  materials  shall 
be  placed  therein  and  kept  in  a convenient  place 
to  enable  the  scavengers  to  collect  the  same,  which 
shall  be  done  as  often  as  the  superintendent  shall 
direct.  The  vessels  shall  be  provided  with  a close- 
fitting  lid  of  the  same  material  as  the  vessel,  and 
shall  be  kept  covered  therewith. 

Penalty. 

Any  person  violating  this  regulation  shall  be 
liable  to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  20  of 
the  “ Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act,” 
chapter  10,  1-2  Geo.

CORPORATION  OF  DELTA. 


By-law  No.  . . 


By-law  to  divert  a Portion  of  IVestiiam 
'Street  in  the  Town  of  I^adner  and 
Municipality  of  Delta. 

WHEREAS  by  subsection  (LSG)  of  section  54 
of  the  “ Municipal  Act  ” it  is  provided, 
inter  alia,  that  in  every  municipality  the  'Council 
may  make  bj-^laws  for  establishing,  opening, 
making,  preserving,  improving,  repairing,  widening, 
altering,  diverting,  or  stopping  up  roads,  streets, 
squares,  ailey-a,  lanes,  bridge.s,  or  other  public 
thoroughfares  within  the  boundaries  of  the  munici- 
pality or  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council; 

And  whereas  by  subsection  (202)  of  section  54 
of  the  “Municipal  Act”  it  is  provided  that  in 
every  municipality  the  Council  may  make  by-laws 
for  disposing  of  a public  street  or  highway  or  any 
portion  thereof  whenever  deemed  necessary  in 
e.X'Change  for  adjacent  or  contiguous  lands  acquired 


or  expropriated  for  the  purpose  of  improving, 
widening,  straightening,,  or  diverting  ai^y  public 
street  or  highwaj%  and  to  execute  deeds  for  prop- 
erty so  exchanged  when  authorized  so  to  do  by  the 
Lieutenau't-Governor  ini  Council  : 

And  wheroas  it  is  'deemed  advisable  and,  desirable 
to  divert  a portion  of  Westham  Street,  in  the 
Town  of  Ladner  and  Municipality  of  Delta : 

And,  whereas  the  trustees  and  executors  of  the 
last  will  of  William  Henry  Ladner,  deceased,  and 
the  heire  and  heiresses  at  Jaw  of  the  said  Willia,m 
Henry  Ladner,  deceased,  have  agreed  to  grant  and 
convey  to  the  municipality  the  lauds  required  for 
such  diversion,  being  that  portion  of  Lot  'One 
hundred  and  six  (lO'G),  Group  Two  (2),  herein- 
after more  particularly  described,  in  exchange  for 
that  portion  of  the  existing  street  hereinafter  more 
particularly,  described  :

THE  OOKPORATION  OF  THE  OITY  OF 
FERNdE. 


By-law  No.  149. 


A By-law  to  assess,  levy,  and  collect  the  Cost  of 
the  Construction,  as  a Work  of  Local  Improve- 
ments, of  Permanent  'Sidewalks  under  Bj’-law 
No.  14‘0,  and  to  raise  upon  Loan  the  Necessary 
Moneys  to  pay  the  Cost  thereof. 

WHEREAS  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  Fernie  did  by  By-law 
No.  14(>  authorize  the  construction,  as  a local  im- 
provement, of  permanent  sidewalks  upon  portions 
of  the  following  streets  in  the  siaid  City  of  Fernie, 
namely:  Mackenzie,  Victoria,  Pellatt,  Howland, 
McPherson,  'Dalton,  Bethune,  Lindsay,  Mason, 
Chipman,  Nicholls,  Morrice  Avenues,  and  "Walms- 
ley,  Gemmill,  Wood,  'Cox,  Hanson,  McEvoy,  Thomp- 
son, 'Rogers,  Drinnan  and  Davies  Streets : 

And  whereas  the  Council  deferred  making  assess- 
ment until  all  such  work  had  been  carried  out  and 
the  actual  cost  ascertained  : 

And  whereas  the  cost  of  the  work  or  improve- 
ment as  shown  by  the  joint  report  of  the  City 
Engineer  and  Assessor  is  four  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  eighty  cents 
($4,538.80),  and  such  amount  is  required  to  be 
assessed  against  the  owners  of  the  real  property 
benefited  'by  such  improvement : 


And  whereas  the  report  of  the  said  City  Engineer 
and  Assessor  has  been  adopted  by  the  said  Council : 

And  whereas  the  said  Council  has  raised  from  the 
Homo  Bank  of  Canada  on  a temporary  loan  the 
whole  of  such  costs,  namely,  four  thousand  five 
hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  eighty  cents 
($4,.538.-S0) , and  it  is  intended  to  repay  same  out 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  to  be  raised  hereunder : 

And  whereas  the  said  Council  has  decided  to  dis- 
tribute the  payment  of  the  cost  of  such  worlns  pro- 
posed to  be  assessed  hereunder  over  a period  of  four 
(4)  years,  and  to  borrow  the  moneys  necessary  to 
defray  such  cost  upon  the  special  rates  levied  here- 
under upon  the  lands  and  improvements  benefited 
upon  the  guarantee  of  the  Corporation  at  large  : 

xVnd  whereas  the  total  frontage  upon  the  said 
work  of  local  improvement  of  the  real  property  and 
portions  of  the  real  property  immediately  benefited 
is  eight  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-nine  and 
one-half  feet  (8,599.5'),  and  the  cost  chargeable  to 
the  property  benefited  is  as  aforesaid  the  sum  of 
four  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars 
and  eighty  cents  (.$4,538.80)  : 

And  whereas  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
Fernie  desires  to  pass  a by-law  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid  : 

Therefore  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  City  of  Fernie  enacts  as  follows  : — - 
1.  That  the  real  property  immediately  benefited 
Iw  the  said  work  of  local  improvement  shall  be  that 
which  is  particularlj’  mentioned,  set  forth,  and 
described  in  the  Schedule  following: —

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2.  That  the  said  shares  and  proportions  of  the 
siaid  snni  of  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  dollars  and  eighty  cents  (.$4,53‘S.80)  shall  be 
assessed  on  the  various  portions  of  the  real  prop- 
erty 'benefited  in  the  manner  and  to  the  amount 
set  forth  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  columns  of  the 
Schedule  in  the  next  preceding  section  of  this 
by-law  ; and  the  said  property  and  portions  of  the 
real  property  set  forth  and  described  in  the  Schedule 
in  section  1 of  this  by-law  contained  are  hereby 
assessed  accordingly  with  the  payment  of  the 
amounts  set  forth  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  columns 
of  the  said  Schedule  opposite  each  said  portion  of 
real  property. 

3.  The  amount  of  the  special  rates  assessed  as 
aforesaid  against  each  lot  or  part  of  a lot  respec-

(.$4,.53S.'SO). 

5.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Fernie  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures,  to  be  called  “ local  improve- 
ment debentures,”  to  be  made  for  such  sums  of 
money,  not,  however,  exceeding  the  sum  of  four 
thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and 
eighty  cents  (.$4,.53S.'S0) , and  each  of  the  said

6.  All  the  said  debentures  shall  bear  date  as  of 
the  date  after  the  final  passing  of  this  by-law,  and 
shall  be  made  payable  in  four  equal  annual  instal- 
ments from  the  day  hereinafter  'mentioned  for  this 
by-law  to  take  effect,  at  the  branch  office  of  the 
Home  Bank  of  Canada  in  the  City  of  Fernie,  in 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  as  designated 
thereon,  and  shall  have  attached  to  them  coupons 
for  the  payment  of  each  of  such  annual  instalments, 
and  the  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the 
Corporation  respectively  to  the  coupons  may  be 
either  affixed,  printed,  stamped,  or  lithographed  fac- 
simile. 

7.  All  the  said  debentures  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  six  (6)  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the 
date  (hereof,  which  interest  shall  be  paid  and 
included  in  each  such  annual  instalment  so  payable 
at  the  branch  of  the  Home  Bank  of  Canada  afore- 
said. 

8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  and  Council

fere with  or  prejudice  the  assessment  and  special 
rate  hereby  imposed  or  the  charge  hereby  created 
on  the  lands  and  portions  of  the  land,  will  out  of 
the  current  year’s  revenue  pay  to  any  person  or 
corporation  from  whom  they  borrow  the  money 
upon  the  security  of  the  debentures  thereby  autho- 
rized, or  to  the  several  respective  holders  of  the 
said  debentures,  the  several  respective  annual  pay- 
ments as  they  may  from  lime  to  time  fall  due. 

12.  The  money  to  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  deben- 
tures herein  authorized  shall  forthwith  and  after 
the  receipt  of  the  same  be  paid  to  the  Home  Bank 
of  Canada  in  discharge  of  any  moneys  raised  or 
advanced  under  this  by-law  or  authorized  in  con- 
nection with  the  cost  of  the  said  works. 

13.  This  by-law  shall  take  effect  and  come  into 
force  on  the  first  daj"  of  July,  a.d.

"pU'RSUANT  to  the  powers  conferred  upon  them 
-L  by  the  “Municipal  Act,  1911,”.  and  amend- 
ment thereto,  the  Reeve  aud'  Council  of  the 
Corporation'  of  Delta  enacts  as  follows : — 

1.  That  a highway  be  and  is  hereby  established, 
commeucing  at  a point  whore  the  dyke  on  the 
North-east  Quarter  'Section  34,  Township  3,  inter- 
sects the  Embroe  Road;  (hence  westerly  along  the 
dyke  to  the  Smith  Road,  having  a width  of  33  feet 
on  each  side  of  the  centre  line  of  said  dyke. 

2.  That  a highway  be  and'  is  hereby  established, 
commencing  at  a point  on  Ix)t  149,  Group  2,  where 
the  dam  across  Tilberi’y  Slough  iu'iersccts  the  River 
Road  ; thence  northerly  along  said  dam  to  Lot  135, 
(Jroup  2,  and  having  a width  of  33  feet  on  each 
side  of  tlie  centre  line  of  said  dam.
